To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  ..Glyncorrwg  Urban  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

In  confirmity  with  the  direction  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  as  contained  in  Circular  1/1958  (Wales)  from 
thevWelsh  Board  of.  Health,  I have  pleasure,  in  presenting  for  the 
consideration  of  Council  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1957. 

The  health  of  an  individual  depends  on  the 
care  and  consideration  he  gives  to  himself.  Whilst  the  individual 
may  'neglect  and  abuse  himself  without  immediate  ill-^effect  his 
health  becomes  undermined  so  that  sooner  or  later  he  falls  prey 
to  some  illness  or  disease.

v Tp  this  end  many  agencies  play  their  respective 

part;  The  Local  Authorities,  County  and  District  undertake  certain 
functions,  mainly  of  prevent ive  and  welfare  natures,  whilst  the 
curative  services  are  provided  by  the  Hospital  Boards  and  the 
Executive  Councils. 


In. this  report  the  accent  is  naturally  placed 
on  the  services  .provided  by  the'  district'  authority. 

„ f 

You  are  responsible  for  the  provision  of  and 
purity  of  the.  water  supplies,  the  disposal  of  refuse  and  sewage, 
the  state  and  condition  of  the  houses  occupied  .by  your  ratepayers. 
You  have  responsibilities  for  the  control  ‘of  spread  of  infectious 
diseases,  the  maintains nee  of  accurate  records"  relating  to  births 
and  deaths  of  your  residents.  You  have  certain  responsibilities 
for  the  control  of  Food,  Meat  Inspection,  Milk*,  Canteens  and  food 
premises.  Likewise  you  have  certain  duties  In  relation  to 
factories,  workshops  and  smoke  pollution  to  pinpoint  but  a few 
of  your  functions. 


Each  year  therefore,  in  the  annual  report  the 
Medical  Officer  brings  together  the  facts  and  figures  pertaining 
to  the  district  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  his  Council. 
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As  always  I have  received  the  whole-hearted 
and  enthusiastic  support  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector  Mr.  John 
Tate  who,  in  spite  of  illness,  has  carried  out  his  duties  in  an 
exemplary  manner  and  who  has  made  valuable  contributions  to  this 
report . 


In  concluding  these  opening  remarks,  I 
would  like  to  refer  to  the  whole-hearted  and  enthusiastic 
co-operation  of  the  Members  of  Council,  my  fellow  officers  in  the 
various  departments  of  Council  service  and  my  colleagues  in  the 
field  of  professional  medicine.

* During  1957,  212  live  births  were 

credited  to  the  Urban  District  of  which  119  were  males  and  93 
were  females.  There  were  five  stillbirths. 

The,  birth  rate  was  21  .51  per  1000  population 
and  this  compares  with  21.91  for  the  previous  year.  For  the 
whole  of  England  Wales  the  ‘ b’irth* rate  was  16.10

Prom,  this  it  will  be  seen  that  more 
confinements  took  place, at  home  than  in  hospital  during  the  year. 
This  trend  has  manifested  itself  for  about  three  years.  The 
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number  of  hospital  beds  available  remain  approximately  -the same 
but  the  total  number  of  births  have  increased. 

In, my  report  for  1956?  I pointed  out  that ^t he 
allocation  of  non-emergency  beds  for  hospital. confinement  is 
undertaken  by  me  in  my  capacity  as  County  Divisional  Medical 
Officer.  I have  reported  elsewhere  that  the  bed  position  is 
becoming  progressively  more  difficult.  The  birth  rate . continues 
higher  than  average.-  The  population  in  the  division  is 
increasing  but  there  is  no  increase  in  the  number  of  available 
hospital  beds. 


indeed  so  serious  had  the  position  developed 
that  special  meetings  were  called  between  representatives  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board?  the  Mid  Glamorgan  Hospital  Management 
Committee- ;and  the  County  Health  Committee  at  officer  level  "to. 
give  consideration  to  the  bed  situation  at  Heath  General  Hospital. 
The  increasing  need  for  a larger  bed  allocation  for  the  Port 
Talbot  and  Glyncorrwg  Health  Division  was  amply  illustrated  and 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  invited  to  have  regard  to  this  when 
considering  the  financial  arrangements  of  future  developments  in 
the  hospital  services.

■ ' . • ' 'It  will  immediately  be  seen  from  this  that 

the  epidemic  of  measles  that  swept  through  the  area  in  1956  was 
not  repeat ed,  -in  1957.  As- explained  .In  Committee  on  previous 
occasions',  for -a  condition  to  develop'  into  epidemic  proportions, 
a pool  of  susceptible-  individuals,  must  exist.  The  epidemic  of 
1956  virtually  drained  this  Hpo.ol1!.  No  susceptible  group  of 
children  remaining,  t-he  epidemic  wanes,  and  apart  from  the  sporadic 
case  does  'riot repeat  itself  until  a new  group  or  pool  is  formed.- 
Experience  shows  that  t'his  usually • takes  about  two  years. 

POLIOMYELITIS.,  ■ ' ‘ ‘ 

.The  Vaccination- programme,  introduced  last 
year  contained,  an  ever ■ increas ing  number.  of  parents  submitting 
their  children  for  this  valuable  form' of  protection. 

One  c,ase  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  was 
notified  and  ’this- ‘deserves  detailed  mention. 

Trie. -case,  a young  national  serviceman 
stationed  at  Bulford,  Wiltshire , came  on  leave  to  his  home  in 
Porthcawl  on!  the  9th.  December.  He  had  complained  of  intermittent 
backache  Tor  about  four  weeks  prior  to  his  homecoming  but  this  had 


not  precluded  his  playing  rugby  twice  a week.  During  the 
week  prior  to  his  return  he  twisted  his  right  knee  and  was 
treated  for  ''fluid'1... 


Within  a few  hours  of  arriving  at  Porthcawl 
his  backache  became  severe  and  he  complained  of  weakness  of 
• the  legs  with  concomitant  symptoms  that  he  described  as  ’’flu'1. 

In  spite  of  feeling  unwell  he  travelled  with 
his  wife  and  child  in  a friend’s  car  to  Glyncorrwg  on  the  11th. 
December  to  visit  his  wife’s  family.  They  stayed  that  night 
at  Glyncorrwg  and  as  he  was  feeling  worse  on  the  12th.  December 
one'  of  the  local  general  practitioners  was  called  in  but  against 
his  advice  the  family  returned  to  Porthcawl,  again  travelling  by 
private  car. 


He  there  developed  certain  complications  and 
his  own  doctor  was  called  in.  After  six  days  in  bed  he  felt 
a little  better  and  got  up  although  his  back  and  legs  were  still 
very  weak. 

Together  with  his  wife  and  child  he  again 
returned  to  Glyncorrwg  on  the  2nd.  January  and  was  again  seen  by 
the  local  doctor  who  not  being  satisfied  with  the  condition  of 
his  legs  and  back  arranged  for  him  to  be  seen  by  the  consultant 
at  Heath  General  Hospital. 

The  diagnosis  of  post  poliomyelitis  paralysis 
was  confirmed  and  phys io therapy  arranged. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  this  patient  was 
not  hospitalised  or  isolated  and  moved  around  freely  during  the 
febrile  stage,  no  secondary  cases  have  appeared  in  this  area. 

The  appropriate  surveillance  was  given  by  the 

Department , 


The  project  for  the  erection  of  76  houses 
on  the  levelled  tip  site  at  Ynyscorrwg,  Glyncorrvyg,  was  achieved 
during. the  year  by  the  completion  and  occupation  of  the  remaining 
29  houses. 

This  brings  the  number  of  houses  erected 
by  your  Authority  since  the  war  to  the  very  satisfactory  total 
of  54 3.  , • 

A commencement  was  also  made  on  the  building 
of  50  Gregory  type  houses  on  the  Oroeserw  Estate,  Oymmer.  These 
houses  are  being  built  at  the  request  of  the  National  Coal  Board 
and  will  be  let  to  incoming  miners. 

The  Rent  Act,  1957?  came  into  operation  on 

the  6th.  July,  1957* 


, It  applies  primarily  to  privately  owned 
property  let  unfurnished  as  separate  dwellings. 

The  Act  frees  from  control  houses  in  the 

following  categories : 

(a)  Houses-  with  rateable  values  of  over  £4C.  0.  Od.  in 
London  and  over  £30.  0.  Od.  elsewhere  in  England  and 
Wales . 

(b)  All  owner-occupied  houses. (This  means  there  will  be 

. no  rent  control  if  they  are  let  after  the  6th.  July, 
1957). 

(c)  All  other  privately  owned  houses  when  let  to  new 
tenants  (except  a widow  or  other  members  of  a family 
succeeding  to  a statutory  tenancy). 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  there  is  only 
one  house  in  the  area  with  a rateable  value  of  over  £30.  0.  Od. 

The  Act  also  allows  limited  increases  in 
the  rents  of  houses  still  under  rent  control. 

The  highest  level  to  which  the  rent  can  be 
increased,  if  a landlord  is  responsible  for  repairs  (other  than 
internal  decoration)  is  twice  the  gross  annual  value  plus  rates. 

The  Act  does  not  apply  to  Council  houses 
except  that  in  future  all  notices  to  quit  require  a minimum 
period  of  notice  of  four  weeks. 
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■j  The  proportion  of  building  labour  in  the 

district  conVinhes'  t-o-  Jo,e.-  .inadequate  and  house  owners  find  it 
extremely  difficult  to  comply  with  sanitary  notices  requiring 
house  repairs. 

' " * • • The.  number  ' of  owner-occupiers  is  also 

increasing  quite  steadily  1-n  the ‘area,  and  many  are  proceeding 
with  improvements  to  the ir  -property.  This  makes  further  demands 
on  the  available  labour  and  it  would  appear  that  builders  find 
this  class  of  work  more  attractive  than  ordinary  repair. 

Proceedihgs  ■ in-  Magistrates  Courts  to  secure 
compliance-  with  Statutory*  Notices  -under  the*  Public  Health  Act 
were  found  necessary  in  fifteen  instances. 

Ten  notices  were. served  requiring  repairs 
to  dangerous  buildings’  -or  structures-  -and  Court  Proceedings  had 
to  be-  resorted  te>  in  three  of  these  cases.

: WETER SUPPLIES . 

During  the  year  the  new  source  of  supply 
from  the  tributary  of  the  river  Rfan  at  Ebergwynfi  was  brought 
into  use. 

This  supply  replaces,  to  a large  extent, 
the  previous  supplies  from  the  East  Level  Waterworks,  ^bergwynfi, 

■hich  had  become  unsatisfactory,  owing  to  its  hig.hs  iron  oxide 
content  and  the  frequent  discoloration  of  the  water  from  this 
underground  source  due  to  falls,  earth  etc.  in  the  abandoned 
mine  workings. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  the  number 
of  complaints  from  householders  in  Ebergwynfi  of  discoloration 
has  now  fallen  considerably. 

The  transport'  of  material  to  the  chlorination 
plant  and  filter  beds  at  Gwynfi  reservoir,  Blaengwynfi  was  seriously 
affeeted  by  t.he  carrying  away  during,  the  early  part  of  the  year  of 
the  access  road  by  a mountain  slide  caused  by  a collapse  of  an  old 
colliery  working. 

, The  position  may  be  eased  later  if  the 

Eg res  try  Commission  scheme  for  constructing  a road  up  this  valley 
come?  to  fruition. 


During  1957?  nineteen  samples  of  water 
were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from  the  four  chlorinated 
main  sources  of  supply  in  the  area. 

There  was  only  one  unsatisfactory  result 
ana  prompt  steps  were  taken  to  trace  the  cause.’  Satisfactory 
repeat  samples  indicated  that  remedial  measures  undertaken  by  the 
Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor  were  satisfactory. 

Seven  samples  were  taken  from  unchlorinated 
supplementary  and  private  supplies  of  water  and  all  of  these  were 
found- to  be  satisfactory.  The  absence  of  unsatisfactory  results 
among  the  samples  of  unchlorinated  water  supplies  may  be  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  the  supplies  are  piped  from,  small  mountain 
springs 0 

The  total  rainfall  in  the  area  during 
1957  was  81.06  inches.  This  rainfall  was  above  the  average 
therefore  no  -difficulty  was  experienced  in  maintaining  adequate 
supplies  to  all  parts  of  the  district. 

Chemical  analysis  show  that  waters  from  our 
main  sources  of  supply  are  soft  in  .character  and  are  probably  lead 
solvent,  consequently  the  use  of  lead  pipes  in  the  area  is  not 
allowed. 


2595  houses  with  an  estimated  population  of 
9578  were  supplied  directly  from  the  Councils  water  mains.  Seven 
houses  were  supplied  from  a public  water  main  by  means  of  a standpipe 


HYGIENE  OF  FACTORIES. 


Local  Authorities  are  required  by  the 
Factories  Act,  1937,  to  administer  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
relating  to  sanitary  conveniences  in  all  factories  and  the 
provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature, 
ventilation,  and  drainage  of  floors,  in  factories  in  which 
mechanical  power  is  not  used.

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FOOD  HYGIENE.  w 

Efforts  have  continued-  during  the  year  by 
means  of  talks  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  display 
of  posters  in  canteens  and  food  preparation  rooms  to  impress 
upon  food . handlers > the  reasons  why  cleanliness  in  their  persons 
and  premises  i-s.  so  important. 

people  who  work  in  food  premises  should 
understand  how  food  becomes  infected  and  how  infection  can  be 
avoided.  Emphasis  should  be  laid  on  the  fact  that  germs  are 
everywhere,  oil  everything  we  touch,  in  the  air  we  breathe  and 
most  important  of  all  in  and  on  our  bodies. 

Most  of  these  germs  are  harmless  but  others 
cause  deterioration  in  food  and  some  cause  food  poisoning. 

Dangerous  germs  are  usually  present  in  cuts 
and  sores  on  the  skin,  in  the  nose  and  mouth,  or  in  the  bowel 
and  bladder. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations  is  to  ensure  that  these  dangerous  germs  do  not  come, 
into  contact  with  foodstuffs. 

Intelligent  workers  in  the  food  industry 
readily  understand  the  need  for  precautions  when  handling  food 
but  a careless  minority  have  to  be  kept  constantly  under  supervision. 

Fortunately  during  the  year  under  review 
there  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  in  the  area.

The  quantity  of  ice-cream  sold  annually 
in  this  country  has  reached  astonishing  proportions  and  consumption 
is  still  increasing. 

It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  therefore,  that 
farming  and  dairy  interests  see  in  this  commodity  an  expanding 
outlet  for  dairy  products. 

One  of  the  limiting  factors  in  this  expansion 
is  the  present  Pood  Standards  (ice-cream;  Order,  1953->  which 
prescribes  that  the  fat  content  of  ice-cream  need  not  be  fat 
derived  solely  from  milk. 

Indeed  it  is  probably  true  to  say  that  the 
greater  proportion  of  fat  in  ice-cream  today  is  of  vegetable 
origin. 

The  Pood  Standards  Committee  have  now  issued 
their  report  on  the  standard  of  composition  for  ice-cream. 

The  Committee's  principal  recommendations 
are  that  the  description  "dairy  ice-cream"  should  be  reserved  for 
ice-cream  in  which  the  fat  content  is  wholly  milk  fat;  that  a 
separate  standard  should  be  laid  down  for  "milk  ice"  a custard 
type  of  ice-cream  (containing  not  less  than  2^>.3  milk  fat  or  less 
than  7/i  milk  solids  not  fat  and  no  fat  other  than  milk  fat)  and 
that  the  present  minimum  sugar  requirement  should  be  replaced  by  a 
prohibition  on  the  use  of  saccharin  or  other  artificial  sweetening 
agent  in  ice-cream. 


There  are  in  the  area  three  premises 
regis  Gered  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream  and  twenty- 
seven  premises  registered  for  the  sale  only  of  ice-cream. 

During  the  year  twenty-four  samples  of  ice- 
cream were  taken  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff <.

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3.  MILK. 


Great  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  dairy 
industry  during  recent  years. 

Before  the  war  there  were  fifteen  farmer  - 
dairymen  in  the  area  who  delivered  milk  daily  to  their  customers. 

This  number  dwindled  rapidly  in  the  years 

following  the  war. 

In  this  district  these  changes  were  largely 
due  to  the  compulsory  acquisition  of  farms  for  afforestation,  but 
throughout  the  country  farmers  were  tending  in  increasing  numbers 
to  send  their  milk  to  central  depots  for  processing. 

There  are  now  only  three  farms  in  the  district 
where  milk  is  produced  for  -sale  and  in  each  case  the  milk  is  sent 
to  factories  for  pasteurisation. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  area  is  heat 
treated,  i.e.  pasteurised  or  sterilised  milk. 

Some  people  take  objection  to  the  slightly 
cooked  flavour  of  pasteurised  milk  and  it  was  noticeable  during 
the  year  that  many  householders  were  changing  to  Tuberculin  Tested 
milk  which,  of  bourse,  is  not  heat  treated. 

District  Councils  are  responsible  for  sampling 
for  bacteriological  examination  which  is  a test  of  the  hygienic 
quality  of  the  milk  and  its  freedom  from  infection  by  tubercle 
bacilli . 


The  following  table  gives  the  number  and 
classification  of  registered  persons  engaged  and  registered 
premises  used,  in  the  production,  storage  and  sale  of  milk  in 
the  area:

Sight  retailers  were  licensed  during  the  year 
to  sell  pasteurised  milk  and  three  to  sell  tuberculin  tested  milk. 

Nine  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year 
from  the  dairy  herds  of  registered  cowkeepers  in  the  area  and  were 
examined  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  All  the  samples 
proved  to  be  negative. 


Reports  from  the  Public  Health.  Laboratory  on 
thirteen  samples  of  pasteurised  and, tuberculin  tested  milk 
submitted  from  this  area  also  proved  to  be  satisfactory  in  each 
case. 


4.  RODENT  CONTROL. 


Owing  to  the  long  absence  from  work  of  the 
rodent  operative,  as  a result  of  an  accident  to  his  foot,  it  was 
only  possible  to  carry  out  one  sewer  treatment  during  the  year. 

The  rat  poisoning  treatments  of  refuse  tips 
and  river  banks  were  also  curtailed  and  this  resulted,  towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  in  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  complaint 
of  rodent  damage  and  infestation. 

Householders  who  were  troubled  with  rats  or 
mice  were  given  Warfarin  anti-coagulant  poison,  ready  mixed  with 
oatmeal,  to  put  down  on  their  premises. 

This  poison,  if  handled  sensibly,  is  fairly 
free  from  risk  to  people  or  animals.  It  is  quite  poisonous, 
however,  to  animals  just  about  to  have  litters,  so  householders 
were  warned  to  take  the  necessary  precautions. 

In  shop  premises,  schools  and . canteens , 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  himself  endeavoured,  as  far  as  possible, 
to  lay  or  supervise  the  laying  of  poison  baits. 

The  table  on  the  next  page  gives  particulars 
of  rodent  control  work  carried  out  during  1957*

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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 


The  Health  Services  provided  in  accordance 
with  Statutory  requirements  may  be  sub-divided  under  three  main 
headings,  those  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  (a); 
those  provided  by  the  Executive  Council  (b) ; and  those  provided 
by  the  Local  Health  Authority  (c). 

A. ( i ) HOSPITALS. 


The  Glyncorrwg  Urban  District  falls  within  the 
area  served  by  the  Mid  Glamorgan  Hospital  Management  Committee. 
Although  none  of  the  hospitals  are  situated  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  District,  all  thirteen  are  available  to  patients  from  the 
district  as  the  need  arises.  Specialised  forms  of  treatment  is 
also  available  in  hospitals  outside  the  immediate  control  of  the 
Mid  Glamorgan  area;  examples  being  the  Plastic  Surgery  Unit  at 
Chepstow,  the  Head  Unit  at  Morrison  and  the  Chest  Surgery  Unit 
at  Sully. 

(ii)  VENEREAL  DISEASES  CLINIC. 

This  Clinic  is  situated  at  ’Station  Approach, 
Port  Talbot  and  separate  sessions  under  the  direction  of  a 
Specialist  Medical  Officer  are  held  for  men  and  women. 

B. ( i ) GENERAL  PRACTITIONER  SERVICE. 


Under  the  control  of  the  Glamorgan  Executive 
Committee,  two  partnerships  of  two  doctors  provide  an  adequate 
twenty-four  hour  service  to  meet  the  needs  of.  the-  population. 

This  is  supplemented  to  a limited  extent  by  practitioners  from 
adjoining  areas . 

( i i ) PHARMACEUTICAL  SERVICE. 


One  pharmacy,  centrally  situated  in  Oymmer, 
serves  the  whole  area.  Whilst  in  itself  adequate  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  total  population,  some  difficulty  is  sometimes 
experienced  by  patients  living  at  a distance  from  the-  pharmacy. 

( iii ) OPHTHALMIC  AND  DENTAL  SERVICES. 

Apart  from  the  services  provided  by  the 
Local  Health  Authority  for  school  and  pre-school  children, 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  there  are  no  local  provisions  in 
the  district.  Persons  requiring  dental  and  optic  treatment 
travel  to  adjoining  population  centres  for  this  type  of  treatment. 
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C . ( i ) 1)0  Ml  CILIARY  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

Two  full-time  midwives  and  one  nurse/midwife 
serve  the  needs  of  the  community.  They  reside  in  the  area  and 
are  strategically  deployed  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  service. 

All  are  trained  in  the  use  of  and  administratioi 
of  gas  and  air  analgesia.  Recently  with  the  introdu ct ion- of 
trilene  this  has  been  added  to  the  service. 

(ii)  DOMICILIARY  NURSING  SERVICE. 

Two  full-time  Domiciliary  Nurses  and  one 
Nurse/Midwife  are  employed  and,  like  the  Midwives,  live  in  the 
district. 

( iii ) HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

Administered  from  the  Divisional  Health 
Office  in  Port  Talbot,  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  provides  a 
Home  Help  Service.  A charge  based  on  the  income  is  made  for 
this  service. 

(iv)  MEDICAL  COMPORTS.  , ' 


Medical  Comforts  in  the  form  of  Bed  Rests, 
Rubber  Sheets,  Air  Rings,  Urinals,  Bed-pans,  Sputum  Mugs,  Wheel- 
chairs, etc.,  are  available  for  issue  to  needy  cases  free  of 
hiring  charge  and  can  be  obtained  from  the  domiciliary  nurse  or 
the  Divisional  Health  Office. 

(v)  AMBULANCE  S E RVI CE . 

Operated  from  the  Central  Control  Office  at 
Neath  (Neath  871 ) and  directed  by  short  wave  radio  the  Ambulance 
Service  is  provided  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

( vi  ) V/ELFARE  SERVICES. 

Under  the  control  of  the  Welfare  Services 
Committee  of  the  County  Council  and  with  an  Area  Office  at 
Number  8,  Wind  Street,  Neath,  this  department  provides  Part  III 
Hostel  Accommodation,  cares  for  the  homeless  and  undertakes 
responsibility  for  property  etc.,  of  patients  in  hospital  or 
otherwise  incapable  of  managing  their  affairs  as  well  as  being 
responsible  for  the  welfare  of  the  blind  and  handicapped.
